WAS VERDICT 



Third Trial of Laurence D. 
Willis Results In 
Acquittal. 



ONCE GIVEN LIFE TERM 



Remarkable Assassination 
and Chain of Circum- 
stances Following It. 



Cadiz, Ky., Sept. 9.— Laurence 
Willis was Saturday morning: ac- 
quitted of the murder of his uncle 
Lieut. Johnstone. 

Thus closes the last chapter of t 
remarkable tragedy. Lieut. John- 
stone, in March, 1903, was one night 
shot through a window and instantly 
killed. There had been family 
trouble over the division of the estate 
and Laurence Willis was arrested and 
charged with the assassination and 
his mother, Mrs. Bessie Willis, held 
as an accomplice. Mrs. Willis 
soon dismissed. The first trial of 
Laurence Willis resulted in a life 
sentence, a second trial in a hung 
jury, and now he is acquitted. 

The last jury was composed of 
A. J. Simmons, J. H. Sergeant, J. 
T. Higdon, Hugo Rex, E. W. Mason, 
William Sergeant, H. P. Rives, F.M 
Morris, R. A. Morris, D.J. McChord, 
W. H. Brumfield, and R. H. Huggins 
all of Christian county. 

About a year ago the will of the 
mother of Mrs. Willis and Lieut. 
Johnstone was discovered behind a 
picture frame, hanging on the wall 
in the house at Clarksville she had 
formerly occupied. The will left her 
estate to Mrs. Willis and was pro- 
bated. If this will had been found 
earlier the wliole tragedy and family 
trouble would have been averted. 

During the several trials of the sev- 
eral defendants first indicted two at- 
torneys have died while in active du- 
ty in the case. Two defendants, joint 
ly indicted with Laurence Willis 
have died since indictments have been 
returned and two of the principal 
prosecuting witnesses have died 
also. 

Judge Kelly and Judge Sims were 
both prostrated on the court room 
floor by apoplexy and died. Mrs. Bes- 
sie Willis, mother of the defendant, 
died a short time ago, after she was 
cleared of the charged, and James 
Williams, who was jointly indicted, 
has since died. Cass Wallace, a prin- 
cipal prosecuting witness, at whose 
se the shooting took place, has 
since died, and also jailer John 
Boyd. 

To cap the climax it is said that 
John T. Cunningham, another princi- 
pal prosecuting witness, is now 
suffering from an ailment from which 
he cannot recover, and will soon die. 
Willis was represented by Charles 
. Wheeler, of Paducah, Judge 
James Breathitt of Hopkinsville and 
John Kelly, of Cadiz.

Destroys Many Lives and 
Injures Hundreds 

More. 



370 PEOPLE KILLED. 

Scenes of Horror Ensue, Pop- 
ulace Rushing Half Garbed 
Into the Streets. 



Rome, Sej.1 i. All Italy is suffer- 
ing from terrible depression because 
of the news frurn the south, where 
one of the worst earthquakes ever 
experienced occurred yesterday, 
though the . arthquake was felt all 
over Calabria and, to a certain 
tent, in Sicily, the worst news comes 
from Pizzo and Monte Leone and 
from eighteen villages which are 
said to have been completely desroy- 
ed. According in the latest news 370 
persons have been killed and a great 
number injured. 

The shock was felt at 2.55 o'clock 
this morning. It lasted for eighteen 
seconds at Cantanzaro and soon there- 
after was felt at Messina Regtio, 
Monte Leone, Martirano, Stefaconi. 
Piscopio, Triparni, Zammaro Ces- 
saniti, Naidi Olivadi and other 
points. 

Scenes of indescribable terror en- 
sued. Women, aroused from theii 
sleep, rushed half clothed into the 
streets, screaming with fear, carry- 
ing their babies and dragging their 
other children and calling for help 
on the Madonna and the Saints, the 
men escaped into the open with their 
families, all calling on their favorite 
saints for protection.

It is impossible in a sketch which 
must l>e short and eclectic to unfold 
the complex scheme to which Witte 
attached his name for all time. Its 
ramifications ran through every de- 
partment of political, social, and 
commercial life in Russia. Its effect*, 
like tho?e of a revolution, will not at 
all disengage themselves for genera- 
tions to como. That scheme comprised 
the reform of the Imperial Bank, the 
introduction of a gold standard, and 
the fixation of the value of the ruble; 
the extensive employment of foreign 
capital, the establishment of an alco- 
hol monopoly, the development of 
savings-banks, the spread of techni- 
cal education, the emancipation of 
peasants, dissenters, and heretics, as 
well as Jews, from the galling net- 
work of special restrictive legislation. 
In a word, it embodied all the prac- 
tical corollaries of the incipient re- 
form inaugurated by Alexander II. 
when he struck the rusty chains off 
the limbs of millions of serfs. It is 
hardly too much to say that a good 
deal, perhaps most, of what is good 
or hope giving in the Russia of to- 
day owes its origin, its preservation, 
or its development to the insight and 
energy of Sergius Witte, as mani- 
fested in this "revolution from

Truth to tell, it is very poor pol- 
icy fcr the poulterer who expects to 
succeed to think he can raise chick- 
ens in the haphazard way some far- 
mers do- namely, feeding them 
J morning and night, and giving the 
| run of an enclosure similar to a filthy 
barnyard. He must rather attend 
to them in accordance with the pains 
demanded of anything on the farm 
that is expected to pay its way. 

To begin with it is natural for 
fowls to make their surroundings 
unclean, especially so if narrow ones, 
and it is this uncleanliness that 
breeds cholera, which so devastates 
the flocks in summer. Poultry, there- 
fort, should never be overcrowded. 
From fifty to sixty birds is about 
the right number for a flock, which, 
in addition to commodious quarters, 
should have a good roosting place 
and plenty of room for exercise. 
Proper ventilation should be provid- 
ed, for pure air is as essential to the 
welfare of fowls as it is to human 
beings. A noxious effluvia is always 
exhaled from the collected droppings, 
and if the birds have to breathe this 
it acts upon them as a deadly poison. 
Accordingly, it is impossible for 
closely confined poultry to do well 
and lay eggs. 

Another frequent cause of cholera 
in the poultry yard is stagnant and 
impure water. This, as a matter of 
fact, cannot be too carefully guarded 
against. The best of water after 
standing for any length of time in 
hot weather becomes covered with a 
greenish scum, and anon minute in- 
sects will be floating around in it. 
This stage reached, the liquid instead 
of being a wholesome beverage is a 
positive poison. It makes no differ- 
ence whether the water has been 
standing in a drinking fountain or in a 
stagnant pool; either is bad enough 
to poison the birds. They might in 
reality, just as well slake their thirst 
at the pools that often drain from 
manure piles, and which isfrequent- 
Iv done by them on the farm, where- 
fore such place if accessible to fowls, 
should be covered with straw or 
drained away to some other 
Given fresh, clean water often 
enough, however, poultry will 
seldom touch impure liquids

Wants to Be a Friend to the 
Farmers' Protective 
A-sociation. 



The object of the protracted visit 
of Mr. Joseph Ferigo to Hopkins- 
ville has leaked out in spite of the 
extreme reticence of all of the big 
tobacco men on both sides of a deal 
involving 10,000 hogsheads of to- 
bacco held by the Dark Tobacco Dis- 
trict Protective Association. 

Mr. Ferigo is here to buy the en- 
tire holdings of the Association, or 
so much thereof as suits his pur- 
poses as purchasing agent for the 
Italian Regie contracts. Mr. Feri- 
go came here ten days ago and with 
his wife is still at Hotel Latham, 
where he is conducting the negotia- 
tions now about ready to be closed 
up. He came here because he was 
unwilling to conduct his nego- 
tiates in Clarksville and it is said 
wants all of the samples now at 
Clarksville sent here for classif 
tion. 

Col. F. G. Ewing has been here 
twice and other Association officials 
have also been in and out, one and 
all observing an air of profound 
mystery and reticence. 

The Association had, all told, 
about 14,000 hogsheads of tobacco. 
Of this, 3,000 hogsheads have been 
sold. It is believed that Mr. Ferigo 
can use at least 10,000 hogsheads of 
the tobacco now on hand, leaving 
only about 1,000 hogsheads of low 
grade to be disposed of to snuff fac 
tories. It is said that the Associa- 
cion will meet the Regie agent on a 
reasonable basis, and that the agreed 
prices will range from $6.50 to $11 
per hundred. 

It is also rumored that Mr. Ferigo 
is anxious to be on most amicable 
terms with the Association hereafter, 
that the powerful monopoly built up 
by the American Tobacco Trust is 
endangertng his contracts and he 
needs some organjzotion to act as a 
middleman to keep his particular 
types of tobacco in a position to be 
bought in wholesale lots as needed. 

Those who are having dealings 
with the Regie magnate are finding 
him a most agreeable gentleman, ap- 
apparently more than willing to set- 
tle things not only now but for the 
future on a friendly basis. 

There may be some inaccuracies in 
the news features of this article, but 
there are more facts than errors. In 
the absence of a plain statement of 
what is being done, we must of ne- 
cessity gather up such news as we 
can. 

It may be that at the last moment 
negotiations may fail, but this is not 
regarded now as among the proba- 
bilities.

and we daily note its adoption In 
new fields. Unlike many producers 
of power which hav.' appeared in 
the past two decades, it has univer- 
sally proved a commu nal success to 
whatever purpose adapted. Al- 
though most people have some Idea 
in a vague way of what gasoline 
really is. few understand its true 
composition. Without entering 
into a detailed description of pro- 
ducing it, we can perhaps best ex- 
plain to the layman that it is a 
product of crude oil, or petroleum, 
obtained during the process of dis- 
tillation. In refining the crude pe- 
troleum we extract different grades 
of oils in their turn, and in this 
process we come to the lighter and 
more volatile products known as 
gasoline, naptha and benzine, the 
difference being hut a few degrees 
in their specific gravity. 

In the use of gasoline for power 
purposes we have to employ me- 
chanical mean - to control or convert 
its energies; t hus.we have the motor 
known a ! „• gasoline engine. 

The gasolin,- engine, as now made is 
an adoptiur, of the steam engine, 
employing the gas produced by 
gasoline as a means of energy. Con- 
trary to the general understanding, 
the gas or gasoline engine is but a 
high-press ;iv caloric motor. The 
power in tin -asolene motor is de- 
rived by igniting the gas produced 
in the cylinder, which in turn by its 
heat exaand , the atmosphere im 
parting energy to the piston by its 
expansion. A common error is the 
supposition that the explosion of the 
gas produces the power, the same 
as a blow from a hammer, whereas 
it is the heat generated by the ig- 
nition of the compressed gases act- 
ing expansively. From "The Age 
of Gasoline," by F. K. Grain, M. E 
in the American Monthly Review of 
Reviews for September. 



Oklahoma and Statehood. 

According to mythology, Minerva 
had no childhood, but sprang full- 
armed, a viperous young woman 
from the head of Jupiter.

With 
her there was no period of slow 
tlement. On the day that her bor- 
ders were opeiu d to the settler she 
sprang full-fledged, a vigorous young 
commonwealth, into the Union. A 
on the day that Congress admits h 
to Statehood she will take rank with 
the foremost of the Western States. 
Her population of a million and 
three hundied thousand, -which is 
the combined population of Oklaho- 
ma and Indian Territory, according 
to the annual report of Governor 
Ferguson for the year ending_ June 
30, 1904; it is probably somewhat 
more than that ndw. will place hi 
in advance of at least twenty-one of 
her sister States, several of them 
among the original thirteen. Not 
counting Texas, only two States west 
of the Missouri will be her equal in 
number of people -Kansas and Cali- 
fornia. In old New England three 
States,— New Hampshire, Vermont 
and Rhode Island, -could be com- 
bined and still not contain as great a 
population as this new common- 
wealth in the West will have on the 
first day of its Statehood— From 
"Oklahoma, a Vigorous Western 
Commonwealth," by Clarence H. 
Matson, in the American Monthly

Nearly all of the county candidates 
were present and it was a fine day 
for shaking hands with the voters. 
The Society of Equity, whose county 
representative lives in that district, 
is acting in accord with the tobacco 
association, and the farmers are now 
■well organized in North Christian. 

Another big meeting was held at 
Trenton the same day and several 
prominent men made speeches 
a speech delivered by Congressman 
John W. Gaines, of Tennessee, be- 
fore one thousand members of the 
Dark Tobacco Growers' Association, 
be declared that in a recent inter- 
view with President Roosevelt the 
latter had made a statement that 
the tobacco trust was the worst 
enemy to the country's interest of 
any public institution. The machina- 
tions of this combine, the president 
said, "resulted in putting one of 
my best friends in Virginia out of 
business." 

Hon. A. O. Stanley was the princi- 
pal speaker of the occasion. Con- 
gressman Stanley has been an active 
and earnest worker in the interest 
of the tobacco growers and has 
proven himself one of the ablest 
opponents of the trusts. 

At both places there was an abun- 
dance of dinner. At Trenton there 
were 100 carcasses of barbecued 
meats.

At last we have had a real, sure- 
enough, old-time fire— things actual 
ly burned up and the building 
burned to the ground. 

Saturday night the stables of the 
Consumers Ice Co., by some un- 
known means, caught on fire and in 
a few minutes was in a bright blaze. 
The fire department was called and 
made quick response, but was inca- 
pacitated from doing much service 
the bursting of the hose by ex- 
cessive pressure. This pressure is 
either light or heavy according to 
the amount of water in the stand- 
pipe. When the water company 
stopped . pumping Saturday night 
the stand-pipe was full, which gave 
a pressure of 95 lbs. to the square 
inch. When the fire broke out 
about 10:30 enough water had been 
d to reduce the pressure to 80 
pounds. At no time did the regis- 
ter at the office of the company in- 
dicate less than 70 pounds. The 
fire department had to use about 
feet of hose and make 
their attachment at Clay and Fourth 
streets. This was more than the 
hosejwould bear and several times 
it split in different sections. 

Mr. R. H. Holland, the manager, 
says he has not the least idea how 
the fire originated and does not think 
it was the work of an incendiary. 

Thi company iittu nine - iio.'ses in 
the stable; four of them escaped 
after one of the doors had been 
broken open, and in their fright 
out North Main street as far as 
Low Johnson's. Four others 
were burned to death and one, it is 
thought, will never be of any Value, 
its eyes are so badly burned that 
it will be blind. Fortunately only 
one wagon was burned, but all the 
harness and five tons of hay were 
imed. As before stated, the 
stable was burned to the ground. 

The company had its horses 
sured with Higgins & Son at $75 per 
head. The wagons anil harness 
irere also insured. Mr. Holland 
ays that the company's loss will not 
xceed §200. The loss of the hay, 
added to the amount in excess oi 
what it will cost to purchase other 
horses and another wagon, will 
cause the company to sustain this 
$200 loss. The loss on the building 
was fully covered. 

Sparks. 

The attaching of the company's 
hose, though small, saved the office 
building. 

The roof of the machinery building 
was covered with sparks all the time, 
but a force of men with brooms 
kept the pitch from igniting. 

This is said to be the first large 
fire since the burning of the Electric 
Light plant. 

» were probably 1,500 people 
«e the conflagration, 
ufferings of the poor burn- 
ing animals was horrible to witness. 

Mr. Holland says that when he 
learned that there was a fire in town 
he located it somewhere else and 
went back to bed. As fires have 
been so promptly extinguished of 
late years he did not think there 
would be a fire worth going to. 

The company made its usual ice 
delivery Sunday, ow ing to the kind- 
ness of the Forbes M'f'g, Co., the 
Wooldridgea and others in loaning 
wagons, harness and horses.
